Pursuant to the August 26, 1981, Order of U.S. District 
Judge Harold H. Greene in the civil matter American Friends 
Service Committee, et al. v. William H. Webster, et al. Civil 
Action Number 79-1655, U.S. District Court, Washington, D. C., I 
request that you assign an archivist to the Raleigh, North 
Carolina, Resident Agency (RA) of the FBI Charlotte Field Office 
to examine documentary evidence. 


By way of background, in the case captioned "M. 
Steinthal Division of the Steinthal Corporation, Doing Business 
As Roxboro Industries; et al.; Fraud Against the Government - 
Department of Defense (Contractor Fraud)," the books and records 
of captioned bankrupt corporations were voluntarily contributed 
to the FBI Charlotte Field Office. It is noted that the volume 
of records approximated the capacity of six 40 foot moving vans. 
The bankruptcy trustee has some companies interested in 
purchasing a portion of the records and desires to be able to 
release the records, as well as sell the approximate 300 file 
cabinets, which currently contain some of the records. 


By letter dated June 7, 1982, the Department of Justice 
declined criminal prosecution while referring it to the Civil 
Division for possible prosecutive potential. In the event of 
civil prosecution in this matter, the records which relate to the 
civil action will be contained in ten or less boxes. The FBI 
Charlotte Field Office desires to release the records to the 
trustee and to dispose of those he may abandon so that the space 
curently being rented by the FBI for storage of these records may 
be vacated.

The documentary material reviewed by Dr. Hedlin relates to Boston Case File 
No. 28c-580 and consists of approximately 502 video cassettes onto which were 
illegally taped 1,500 motion picture films. This material was seized legally 
by Bureau agents through a search warrant. The subject has been convicted and 
sentenced. The court's final judgment contains an agreement between the Bureau 
and the subject that after the FBI erases the motion picture films, all but 100 
of the tapes will be returned to the subject. ^ 

This material lacks sufficient evidential or informational value to warrant 
permanent retention and may be disposed of in accordance with the agreement.
